support.

'Die  resources  of  the  Casualty  department  have  never  been  more 
sorely  taxed,  and  the  following  statistics  will  show  the  steady  ncreasc 
in  the  number  of  cases  treated.

1942  23,906  1945  28,303 

178  patients  were  treated  as  a  result  of  accidents  due,  to  motor 
traffic;  Operations  numbered  4,425;  Radiological  examinations,  7,043, 
an  increase  of  1,230  on  last  3w5ar.  Attendances  in  the  Ear,  Nose,  and 
Throat  department,  7,233;  Eye  department,  3,343;  Arthritis  Clinic,  5,567; 
Physiotherapeutic  department,  11,024;  Artificial  Sunlight  department, 
1,949;  Dressing  Cases,  83,713. 
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In  the  Almoner’s  department,  assistance  was  arranged  through  the 
medium  of  outside  agencies  in  165  cases.  40  patients  were  referred  for 
convalescence;  56  patients  were  assisted  to  obtain  surgical  and  other 
appliances,  and  87  patients  were  helped,  financially  or  otherwise,  from 
the;  Samaritan  funds.  4,950  patients  passed  through  the  Almoner’s 
department  during  the  year. 


FINANCE. 


The  total  ordinary  expenditure  for  the  year  was  £20,811  an  increase 
of  £1,108  on  the  previous  year.  The  total  ordinary  income  was  £19,676, 
a  decrease  of  £2.  After  bringing  in  the  extra-ordinary  income  of 
£1,311  from  the  Leeds  Corporation,  being  the  final  payment  for  the  use 
of  part  of  the  premises  as  a  First  Aid  Post,  there  is  a  surplus  of  £138 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1945. 

The  amount  received  from  Annual  Subscriptions  was  £1,229  17s,  6d. ; 
Dividends  and  Interest,  £2,986  4s.  2d.;  Donations,  £1,492  4s.  lid.;  Dona¬ 
tions  by  patients,  £513  5s.  6d. ;  Receipts  on  account  of  services,  £691 
3s.  lOd. ;  Donation  Boxes,  £355  2s.  lid. 

The  Board  again  gratefully  acknowledges  the  splendid  help  the 
Leeds  and  District  Workpeople’s  Llospital  Fund  so  generously  affords, 
and  congratulates  the  Executive  Committee  on  their  successful  organi¬ 
sation  and  the  excellent  results  obtained  by  the  indefatigable  efforts 
of  its  members.  The  amount  allocated  was  £11,000,  with  a  special  grant 
of  £200  towards  the  cost  of  the  Physiotherapy  department,  and  the 
Fund’s  record  of  service  to  the  Hospitals  is  one,  of  which  its  members 
are  justly  proud. 

The  Board  also  highly  appreciates  the  valuable  support  given  by 
the  Leeds  Voluntary  Hospitals  Fund  by  a  grant  during  the  year  of 
£2,185  8s.  9d.,  and  heartily  congratulates  the,  Committee  on  the  con¬ 
tinued  progress  of  the  Fund.

BUILDING  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

For  the  period  of  the  war,  part  of  the  buildings  has  been  loaned 
to  the,  A.R.P.  Authorities  and  equipped  as  a  First  Aid  post.  Owing 
to  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  this  is  no  longer  required,  and  the  re¬ 
instatement  of  the  accommodation  of  the  Hospital  is  being  proceeded 
with  as  rapidly  as  is  possible  under  present  conditions.  Plans  have 
been  completed  for  increased  accommodation  in  the  X-Ray  department, 
with  more  up-to-date  apparatus. 

Additions  to  the  kitchen  are  necessary  as  the,  accommodation  is 
now  inadequate  to  meet  present  needs. 

It  is  also  foreseen  that  the  expenditure  ou  unavoidable  post-war 
redecorating,  repairs  and  renewals,  will  be  very  high  during  the  coming 
year.
